Judge Swan, of Port Townsend, was in 

Ho is slowly recover- 
ing from a Revere sickness caused b}- con- 
stant railway travel during the past stim- 
nier. To a representative of Tnii Cni.ON- 
I.sr he atateil tli.il he came over t(j make 
some inijuiries regarding the black cod 
(skil) iishoriea. He had had a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Henry Saundors on tho 
subject and thought that gentleman was 
entitled to tho praise and gratitude of the 
cimiitry for his otlbrts to open up the nail- 
ery for this fo(jil lish, which in .Judge 
.Swan's opinion, is tlic linest fish to lie 
f(Aind in the waters of the Pacilic. Caiit. 
.laeobs, of (iloucester, had inaugnratet' 
lisliiiig for halibut for eastern sliipnient, 
and so far had met with abundant suc- 
cess, and he trusted Mr. Saunders wmihi 
he e(|ually successful in the black cod 
hshcry. 

Boing asked hi.s opinion regarding the 
misleailing name given tho fish, he stated 
that wUen it was first d'scovered Prof.

Tiio Britiali Gov- 
enimeut will not have to choose either tu 
evacuate the Soudan and abandon Sua- 
kin or suffer Stanley and Euiin Bej to be 
murdered. The alternative, except that 
tho sui reiidor of Suakin involved tho hu- 
iniliai ioii of acting under the dictation of 
Llio .sumi-barbarous Arab loader wan not a 
very aovoro one. iSuakin, accordiiii; to 
good autliorily, is absolutely valueless to 
< u-c-at I'ritain and, conHe([iuinll3', ncjlhing 
w ould lie lost by jjiving it up to its owtiora 
- tho natives (.f the country. Ln an arti- 
cle that ajipuarud in the London IHmea of 
tho HOtli of last month, long before the 
rumor of Stanley's capture had reached 
England, the policy of the Government 
Avith regard to Suakin was condenmed in 
very strong tonus. It said: "Wo havo 
all ulung been doing to., much at Suakin 
or too litlle, and t he further efTorta we 
ab<iut to put fort h t In-oaten to be of tho 
same im-onclusivo charaetor as tlioso al 
it^ady made, in ilsolf Suakin is a placo 
of no valuti or iuiportuiice whatever. It 
is nut worth the expenditure of a single 
sixpence except as the natural outlet for 
the trade of the northern Soudan and tho 
natural inlet for civilizing infiuencos. But 
we go on holding the place without mak 
ing u single rational and sustained effort 
to secure any of tho advantages which 
ought to tlow from its [luasessiou. 
As thinL;.s stand Suakin is tho out- 
lot for niolhing All we 

do by our pjosenct; at Suakin is to pre- 
vent some otlier nation from taking pos- 
session and developing coiumorcial rela- 
tions with the interior which do not 
at present exist. That may be thought 
something, but it is not a very noble or 
exalted policy, or even a policy worthy of 
a practical nation. It may be and pro- 
bably is necessary to send reinforcements 
if tlio idaco is to bo kept at all, but if it is 
■worth wliile to send troops or oven to 
keep our gunboats in tho harbor, it is 
certainly high time to do somothmg 
more. " 

'I'll .furi'oniler a position so valueless as 
tlii.s woulii 111! certainly no sacrilico if it 
would not be an actual beuetit. Merely 
liolding Suakin, according to tho Loudon 
I'imea, and it is a good authority on such 
a subject, does not benefit Qreat Britain 
in the least. It is merely incurring ex- 
pense and risking life for no object what- 
ever. That being the case, it is some- 
■what surprising that the British Govern- 
ment continues to take upon itself any 
part of the burden of its defence. 'I'ho

opinion of the Times, for it concludes its 
somewhat pungent article with the follow- 
ing sentence : " We are doing too little 
and too much, and if we sent a whole army 
corps to Suakin we should be still doing 
too little and too much, unless we at the 
same time grappled witii tho social and 
moral aspects of tho ])roljleiu." A very 
gi'oat deal is invnlveil in tho |ihraao 
'■grappled witli tlie social and moral 
aspiH't ..f till' prnlilein." This could only 
be ilono li}' tlie eoiiiplotu con(|Ueat of tho 
country, and that, as tho last war in 
£gypt proved, would require an expend- 
iture of blood and treasure that tho pouplo 
of Great Britain are not at all disposed to 
incur. So if the surrender of Suakin 
could purchase the liberty and the safety 
of Stanley and Emin Bey, it can easily be 
understood that the nation would not 
hesitate a moment in paying tho price. 



THE PANAMA CANAL. 

M. Lesseps seems to be at the end of 
his resources, and failure stares him in 
the face. This is greatly to bo dojdorod, 
for the Panama Canal is a noble project. 
Its .suec'es.-, Would liavo broiiglit famu to 
tli.j :.;i'eat eii^'iiieer and it would havo 
brm lilnl Ihii wliolo world. iM, Liissepn 
appiMiii 111 liHVi' iiiiulo gross ami grievous 
niiscalculal ions. lie uniler-iuted Llie 
diflicultios lo be enuouiitored, and niis- 
culculatud both as to ihu time in which 
the work could be done and tho money 
that would be required to cut a ditch 
across the isthnms. He may, too, have 
made misbikcs as to the honesty and the 
capacity of his associates. It is surpris- 
ing tli.il a mail of Ins ability and expori- 
onco slionld go so vury far astray in his 
estimates. It can hardly bo supposed 
that lie purpiiKi'ly undorestinialdil the cout 
i f the Work in order to induce people to 
i,i 1 him ill the uiidortakiug. Wo havo 
nover lu'iird imcli <lu|)!icity iiuputod to 
him. iioevidonlly lionostly believed thai a 
tide- water canal could be ooustruoted with- 
in the time and for the sum set down in 
his prospectus. But the work could not 
liuve boon long in progress before ho found 
his mistake. Tho money of the small pro- 
prietors of Franco was pi>urod into tliat 
ditch in an immen.'io stream and (ho ro- 
.■iults were ciiinpuralivoly trilling. Loan 
after loan was cidled for and still tlioro 
was no prospect of tlie near com))loti()n of 
tho canal. 'I'lio failli of the people in tho 
projoct wi^dioiHid and il became nii^ro and 
jniiro dillii idi to obtain nmnoy to go on 
irith tlio work. The sohsine of ft sea-level 



canal wan ahaiulnnod and ntio with look; 
wa3,at loast tonipor.irily, tn tako it.i placo, 
and it was promised that tho canal accord- 
ing to the now jdan would be completed 
in- two years. But it was found impos- 
sible to restore the faith of the people of 
France in M. Leueps' great undertaking. 
The price of shares kept going down until 
it was found at last that no more inonoy 
could ho raised. Tho Company 
becaino groatly embarrassed, and wore 
obliged to apply to tho logislaturo for 
w hat may bu conaidorod an extonaion of 
time. But it is ovidont that no indulg- 
ence can save them from bankruptcy. It 
was hoped that the Governmeut of France 
would come to the rescue of the stock- 
holders, who number over 600,000. Many 
believed ^lat' it would take upon itself 
the liabilities of the company, and under- 
take to complete the canal. But this 
hope aoonm to bo groundless. The Oov- 
ornmont is, itself, groatly ombarassed, 
and the ministry does not souin able to 
see its way cloar to asaumo now liabilitios, 
and to undortako a work whioh will ro- 
(piiro, according to estimates that are 
relied upou, the enorxuau»^iuu— af^S2&Q,.- 
000,000 to complete, without taking into 
consideration the expenses of administra- 
tion. It ia dillicult to aoo what is to be 
done in order that tho money already 
expended on the canal uliall not bo 
wasted. It is evident that no more 
inonoy can be raised in France, or indued 
anywhere else to couiplotu it as a com- 
inorcial apoculation. Thoro was talk some 
time ago of a syndicate of nations taking 
ill hand tho uncompleted canal. It would 
be possible, but hardly practicable, for 
France, Great Britain, Germany and the 
United States to finish tho work without 
patting any strain on their resources. But 
us tlio millonium has not yet arrived it 
can hardly bo expected that those nations 
could agree to an arrangemont wbicii 
would be sat isfactory to them all. There 
are too many jealousies iuilI ciuitlicLiiig in- 
tercst.s 111 .uluiil of I hem all working to- 
gether liarmoiiionaly lo linish the great 
work and operate it after it was coin- 
jilotud. It is hard to think that a work uf 
such immense importance and capable nf 
conterringsuoh great benelits on the in- 
habitants of evei'y civilized nation nu the 
globe will be allowed to remain in its pre- 
sent state, a dreary monument of the 
weakness and tho shortaighteduess of a 
great man and a great nation. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TuK odicials in Ottawa aro very slow in 
getting out their Blue Books. Formerly 
it was not considored accoi ding to ollicial 
jiropriety to give otlicifil returns to the 
public beforo they were presented to I'ar- 
liainent, but two sessions ago a resolution 
was passed rocoiiiiuunding the publication 
of the annual reports beforo tho meeting 
of Parliament, and the year after, if \ve 
do not mistake, the reports were i)ub- 
lished some tune before the meeting of 
tho Legislature. But this year six months 
havo nearly passed since tho close of tho 
linancinl and dopartmeiital year and yet 
not a single blue book for tho year 1887- 
88 has made its appearance. Keeping 
those documents back lienetits no one ex- 
cept tlio clerks in the ( iovorniiieiit ollii;e.< 
at Dttawa, iind their e.arly publicil ii ui 
would bo of considerable use to many in 
the community. Moiiibors of Parliaineiit, 
if they had access to the blue books be- 
fore the session opens would, if Ihoy wore 
zealous and intelligent, have some idea of 
what was done last year and what would 
bo reipiirod for next. Tho informa- 
tion which thoy could glean froin the re- 
porta and public accounts would be of 
great use to them in niaiiy ways. But 
when they do not see a report until after 
tliey get to (Jltawa, when they have little 
time and loss inclination to study them, it 
is not surprising that numbers of tliem 
leave the capital when Parliameiil is pro- 
rogued with almost as little real knowl- 
edge of the state of the public service and 
of the condition of the Dominion finances 
as when they arrived. This holding back 
the blue books is evidence, we fear, both 
of la/.iness and incapacity in the depart- 
mental ollicoa. 

Thk Republic of Uayli has got into dif- 
liculties with tho Government of tho 

I nited States. A civil war is raging in 

I I ay ti, and both parties claim belligerent 
rights. The Government has, in order to 
suppress tho rebollion, proclaimed a block- 
ade of certain ports on the Island. An 
.Amorican stoanior the " Kojiulilic of 
f layli," ran tho blockaJo, and was taken 
liy the authorities. The I'liited Slates 
< oivernmeiit tlemand the reUirii of tho 
steamer on tho ground llmt no notice had 
been given of the blockade; and to en- 
force the demand they havo litiod out 
ships of war U.) go to Uayti. Tho Hay- 
tian Government is in no position lu go 
to war with a powerful nation like tho 
I'nitod States, and whether it did right 
or wrong in seizing tho .•\merican ateamor, 
il is ea.sy to soo that it will havo lo Iind 
some pretext for giving lior up. It will 
lie of little or no ii.se for So weak a lie 
public to enter into a dispute with ho 
p.iwiM'fiil a iieighli..r. I'lvcn ni Ilii.Miiiiie- 
tei^nth century, in internal i.mal ih aliiiL;», 
might makes'right, and the weak liuvu but 
a small chance of having jualico done 
thum when they get into a dispute with 
tlie strung. When the United States had 
a civil war on its hands, it blockaded the 
ports of the South, and its crusiers made 
short work of tho vessels of any neutral 
power that, was caught alteiiii)ting to run 
tho Idockade. Bui, when Ifayti tries to 
do the same thing when she has a rebel- 
lions Heelion t.i d^'id v illi, l!;c cir,.Uiii- 
staiices alter tho ease, and a dumonstra- 
tion is to bo made lo uoni|>ol tho black 
Itopublio to give up the blockade runnei. 



Till-: condition of Ireland is hopeful. 
She has improved, of late, morally and aoci- 
uily. There is less crime in tho country 
than there has been for many yeai-s past, 
and there is loss pau]iorism. Comjiared 
with lust year's returns, lliero is a loiluc- 
lion of 1370 or 3.1 por cent in Ihonumbor 
of tho inmates of tho workhouses, and of 
1117 or 1.7 liorcont in the lunnbor of per- 
sons reci'iving parish aid at their homes. 
C/'onipared with the ciu'responding ipiarter 
two years ago, tho decrease is very niui^li 
nioro marked. 'I'hu total iiumbor of

Nearly half tlioao crimes woro coinmittod 
ill tho tlireo counties of ' (Jalway, (East 
Riding), Clare and Kerry. Outside of 
those three counties the criminal calendar 
for Ireland is remarkably light, Tlio 
supporters of tho government attribiito 
the reduction of crime to what thoy con- 
sider tho Qrm and equal Rdininistration of 
tho law. Tho Opposition, particularly in 
Ireland, say that it is due, tirst, to tho in- 
liuciioe (if religion, and next, to the sym- 
pathy oxhibilod by the English liberals 
for tho tenantry. They have come to be- 
lieve that thoro is a jiarty in England 
whioh is determined to effect an amelioi- 
ation of their condition, and that any ex- 
hibition of violenao will alienate these 
now-found,/rionds. It is more than likely 
that both causes have worked logetiior lo 
eflbcl the iniprovonioiit. Whatever has 
been tlie cause of the cliaiigo it is cbeor- 
ing to see that the peasantry of Ireland is 
getting bettor oti', anil that thoy aro con- 
vincod tlitit their cause cannot bo further- 
ed by acts of violonco.
